A Vigorous CAisrAiex.— Lieut.-Gen, Grant 

* reached here from the front on Saturday, 
the 5th iaat., and started for Washington 
at toot, on the Gtb, by the msdbost. He 
• rtivrd at the National Capital, bad an inter- 
view with the President and Cabinet, went 
ocwi. to the Heedquartersof the Army of the 
Potomac, nonsuited with Gen. Meade, and 
left W ashing ton on his return Friday even- 
ing, and may be expected here to-day, per- 
haps ia time to take the morning cars for 
Nashville. He resisted all importunities to 
be ftaetid and feted at Washington, and, with 
the fenrmiaaiion to nse despatch, will be 
with his command again in about ten days 
after be left it. This looks well and promis- 
ing. He ha* been assigned by the President 

•to The command of the armies of the 
United State*. Halleck is relieved from 
that | o*i lion, and alio ted to duty t>* 
ghkfof the stall of the army; Hsjjr-Gencral 
Sbemnhc takes command of the Division of 
the M isqiroippi,«e place of Grant; and Mtjsr- 
Gentral McPherson succeeds Sherman in the 

► Department of the Tenet s*ee. Brigadier- 
General W. F. Smith is promoted Major-Gen- 
-era. of volunteers, vice Grant, and the suppo- 
eitioc is, that the Army of tne Potomac will 
he assigned to his command. It is said that 
Grant will concentrate all our Western 
corps for a great and effective blow 
in the Mississippi Department. We

ft#' It appears from Richmond paper?, 
that the rebel mind in that city is in a terrible 
state of excitemect in regard to raids. Col 
Kilpatrick's advance to the very suburbs of 
the rebel capital has created great and jer- 
manect alarm. The Richmond Examiner ' 
insists that all Federal “raiders’ hereafter 
shall be put immediately to death. The rebel | 
authorities can hardly be insane enough to 
carry cut tbe devilish suggestion. The sys- 
tem of raids began with the rebels, 'and for 
months they had the game all to themselves. ' 
They are making raids now wherever they j 
esn muster the necessary means. From the 
brgineirg np to this time, they hive made ; 
three raids where the Fcderals have made ' 
one, acd they are still keeping up that pro- 
portion. Raids arc the sword, shield, and 
Irrnst-plate of the rebellion. In view of no- 
torious facts, tbe talk cf the rebel organs . 
about haegieg all raiders is moastroue. It is ! 
as little worthy of regard as the ravings 
and cursings and gibberiegs in a madhouse. 

If the rebels are determined to hang all the j 
raiders they catch, let them b'gin. In that | 
case, tbe necks of a good many rebels will 
prebab’y be elongated in the n*txt few 
menths, end the faces of all the rest. We 
lore mercy, but God s providence teaches ;he ! 
lesson of retribution. • 

A cry of wrath is raised at Richmond be- ( 
ci use Kilpatrick’s forces, in tbeir approach to 
that city, seized rebel homes and destroyed 
rebel mills. S ai el j rebel indignation at the 
Kizuie cf an enemy’s horses, uttered by 
those, who, a few weeks ago, got np a tre- 
mendous ovation to John Morgan, is too ri- 
diculous and preposterous even to be laughed 1 
at. Morgan and Forrest and Chamn Fergu- 
son and other rebel guerilla chiefs were the 
great initiators and establisbcrs of the system 
of “horse-stealing,” as the Rich muni rebels 
new call it. in this war. There's no doubt 
that more than half of the horses in the rebel 
service are “stolen” ones. Unquestionably CoL 
Kilpati iik destroyed the grain-mills that he . 
found in his progress, for they were in the vi- 1 
cinity of tbe rebel army, and that army drew 
from them a large portion of its supplies. 
Not to have destroyed them would bare been 
a military blunder acd crime. The destruc- 
tion was in the strictest accordance with the . 
rule* cf war. It waa as legitimate ; 

as any means whatever of cutting off 
rebel eupplies. The mills and man- I 

ufactcring establishments, that John Morgan ' 
found in bis grand raid through Indiana and 
Ohio were in the neighborhood of no Federal ■ 
army, jet, whenever he came to one, he de- 
manded of its. proprietor a heavy amount of j 
caf b as a condition of sparing it, and, ia every : 
case where the money wasn't forthcoming, 
be ruthlessly applied tbe torch. Yet, while j 
be is feted and courted by tbe press and peo- ! 
pie of Richmond and honored and promoted 
by the rebel Government, a fierce howl goes 
forth from tLe dog-throate of the Richmond , 
Editors, that the taking of horses and the 
burning of mills by Federal raiders are deeds 
worthy of death, and, that the very act of j 
engaging in raids shouid and must be punish- 
ed with bullet or rope. There is no more 
reason in the rebel leaders than in so many 
mad asses. 

CoL D&blgren, eon of Admiral Dahlgren, was 
killed ia Kilpatrick's expedition. The Rich- 
mond organs publish document!, which they 
asy were found upomh.s person, ordering that 
Richmond, if taken, should be burned, and 
that President Davis and his Cabinet should 
be immediately killed. If any such docu- 
ments were found ip Colonel D.’a pocket, they 
were fabricated and put there for base purpo- 
ses by ike rebels themselves. Picking a dead 
men’s pocket isn’t haif so atrocious as stuffing 
it with fraudulent papers to fix dishonor upon 
bis memory and to get a pretext for the prac- 
tice of shocking barbarities upon survivors. 
TLe forged orders for burning the rebel capital 
ai d putting Davis and bis Cabinet to death 
purported to be issued simply upon Colonel 
Dsklgren’e own zatbority; bathe was only a 
t ( ■. Aordinate officer of the expedition. Snch 
order?, if issued at all, would, as everybody 
must know, have been issued in the name and 
| l y the authority of Colonel Kilpatrick. Bat 
tbe rebels knew that Kilpatrick was alive and 
able to speak for himself, while the white lips 
: of poor Dahlgren were forever mute, no mat- 
| ter bow numerous and how devilish the cal- 

> nmcies that might be spoken or written 
■ against him. 

It has never been, and it is not now, the 
; policy of the Federal Government to burn 
j c* niurtd cities or kill captured officers high 
or low. Norfolk, Newborn, Port Royal, 
Vicksburg, Natchez, New Orleans, and all 
tbe other principal cities, taken from the 
rebels, ttar.d: and their people have never 
been required, as tbe inhabitants of Carlisle, 
Cbumbersburg, York, Ac , were daring Lee's 

> invasion of Pennsylvania, to purchase ex- 
emption from destruction. The rebel papers 
beast of tLe indignities offered to the dead 
body of CoL Dalghren. Though with him 

j “every passion sleeps that could offend,” 
tie rebels wreak tbeir fiendish fury upon his 
lifeless dost. They say that they heve hud- 
died him away into an obscure spot of earth, 
v hereto Yankee will ever be able to find 
j him. Well, Le was a gallant and glorious 
| young spirit, and even beneath rebel soil, 
j thrown upon him in hate and vengeance, he 
' will “sleep well," for, though his mortal frame 
j may :< perse for the present in traitor earth, 

' his winged soul is in the abiding-place of the 
( brivr, tbe true, and tbe good. No matter 
| w here he may be buried in Virginia soil, the 
i old fleg he so dearly loved will ere long cast 
I its holy shadow over him. 

Baua aces Naas — The arrival and de- 
parture of troops was quite lively ia the city 
yesterday. The detachments, and most of 
the regiments, reported their strength and des- 
tination at the office of Barracks No. 1. 
Nicety recruits arrived in the morning from 
I Indianapolis, and in the evening were for- 
warded to tbeir regiments in the field. 

In all, fifty-two convalescents were receiv- 
ed from various poiots. They will be placed 
on light duty until they are restored to health 
j acd ttrsegth, when they will be returned to 
I tbeir regiments. 

Two bnndred recruits reported as arriving 
frem Columbus Ohio. They will be furcish- 
| ed transportation to Nashville to-day. 

One hundred and fifteen men who had 
| teen on duty as convalescents, were sent to 
t Ncsbvi'.le to rejoin there companies. 

Twenty-eight deserters, heavily ironed, 

; were forwarded from tbe barracks — twenty- 
six to Nashville, and two to Elizabethtown. 

Batteries A and D, of the 1st Ohio Light 
Artillery, went south on the morning train. 

I.indsley Hooker, of company D, 38th Indi- 
ana volunteers, was arrested in Jeffersonville 
as a deserter. He is now confined in the Mil- 
itary Prison of this city. 

L. Markum was arrested in the city yester- 
day evening, charged with desertion. On his 
person was found a commission, in his name, 
as 1st lieutenant in one of the Middie Tenues- 
aee regimeets. Also, papers Bhowing that 
h's resignation bad been tendered to the Gov- 
ernment and accepted. But two days ago be 
enlisted in one of tbe companies of the 8th 
Kentucky Infantry. As soon as he received 
his bounty, be deserted the service. It is 
thought that be was a deserter from an Ohio 
regiment at the time he was commissioned by 
Tennessee. His case will be fully investigat- 
ed in a few days. He is now enjoying a pe- 
riod of inaction and reel — closely confined in 
i prison walla 

One hundred and forty fire recruits report- 
ed in the afternoon, as arriving from Harri 3 - 
; Lurg, destined for Pennsylvania veteran regi- 
ments re trued to tbe front. 

We suppose that the grass will grow 
again where Gen. Sherman s cavalry burses 
trod in the great expedition, but it will prob- 
I ably be a considerable time first. 



I6T A friend, for whose opinions we have 
much respect, thinks we were wrong in ad- 
rking, that, while so many Federal prison- 
ers are retained by tbe rebels with no pros- 
pect of excharge, Gen. Lee’s son should be 
atr.cng the rebel prisoners retained by us. We, ’ 
on tbe contrary, sre entirely confident that 
wc were right. Our advice was prompted by 
no unkind feeling toward cither young Lee 
or his dutirguished father; both, we have no 
doubt, are honorable and good men. We ' 
would not have joang Lee retained from any 
metive cf malice or revenge; the considera- 
tions that influence us are those cf humanity. 
We believe that bis detention a3 a ho3tAge, 
tut ject only to the best treatment so long as 
there is no provocation to a different treat- 
ment, te nds more Etrongly than almost any- 
thing else could to keep the rebel authorities 
from executing the dreadful threats which 
they are continually making in regard to the 
thousands of oar poor fellows in their horrid 
prisons. 

TLe Confederate Government ordered that 
two cf cur officers in their hands, Sawyer and ; 
Flynn, should be sfcot in retaliation for the 
execution of two rebel spies. Those devoted 
officers, deeming their last hour near, wrote 
eflectioua'^and affecting farewell letters to 
their ft milies. And they would Lave sank 
into blocdy graves but for a notifis&tion from 
tbe Federal Government to the Rebel Gov- 
ernment, that Fitzhugh Lee and another rebel 
officer would undergo exactly tbe same fate ! 
as the two Federal officers. Undoubtedly the 
administration at Richmond were strongly in 
faTor ot executing the Federal officers, be the 
consequences what they .might, but they 
dered not exasperate Gen. Lee, and, to his 
honor, he wa3 more an American father than 
a Roman father. If the rebels had ex- 
ecu’ed the two Federal officers to avenge 
the death of the spies, and the Fed- 
eral? had then executed two rebel officers to 
avenge the two Federal officers, the butchery 
wouldn’t have stopped there, and Heaven 
only knows where it would have stopped, or 
whether it would have stopped at all. Un- 
questionably our possession of young Lee 
saved North and South from the most appal- 
ling horrois. And black horrors are still 
immiemt. If, then, the detention of General 
Lee’s son promiRS to keep down the spirit of j 
rebel atrocity and to lessen or destroy the ! 
chances cf the universal butchery of prisoners, 
a result which many things have of late 
seemed to forebode, is not his retention re- | 
quire d by every consideration of humanity, 
benevolence, justice, and mercy? 

Meg"' The journals of Nashville concur in , 
holding up the late election in Tennessee as I 
a miserable sham. This remarkable concur- 
rence itself speaks damning volumes against 
tbe proceeding. 

The Nashville Union, in an article entitled 
“Cheatisg Ocrseuves,” Bays: 

We might as well speak out plainlv, aud 
confess to the world, that what was exiled aa 
election, Saturday, at least so far as Nashville 
is concerned, was a serious farce. And it 
would be well if those in authority would 
obeerve a like candor, and thereby save scan- 
dal to the government, or least to this ad- 
ministration. Very few of the original j 
Union men voted at all, for they had warning 
in advance that frauds like those practised by I 
King Ifctam G. Harris, and his minions would 1 
lie nt-r d. They had denounced the rebel frauds 
of 16C1, acd were not willing to compliment 
the devil by adopting his programme. In ! 
a public meeting called “uncondition Union,” j 
it had been announced by the Mayor of the 
city, as reported by a city paper iu strong 
sympathy with him, “that Quartermasters 
and their clerks, and all (he toUUrs and Gov- j 
ernme-nt employees, who had been residents.! 
of the county six months, should assist in ! 
the election of loyal men.” As reported by 
another city paper, Judge Brien, (a gentle- | 
men appointed Criminal Jndge by tbe Milita- 
ry GoverncrX lent his legal weight to the new 
doctrine, by joining ia a declaration, that 1 
“all persons who hail been in the county six 
months — whether tolditrt or cilizt/u — had a j 
right to vote for the ticket.”

natione, Thursday night, immediately pre- 
ceding the election, appointed a committee 
t j a?cer*ain who are entitled to vote at the 
coming election, and to instruct (he Judges I 
accordingly ! Did ever a Vigilance Commit- ! 
tee SKtme more authority than this meeting? ; 
By Friday evrning, though co publication had 
bren made, it was well understood that sol- i 
ditTS and Government military employes ■ 
would be permitted to vote if they had bean 1 
in tbe coucty six months. On being satis- 
fied of this, many citizens who hid a perfect 
right to vote, and were willing to submit 
even to what they regarded unreasonable and 
arbitrary conditions, to participate in an elec- 
tion lor, a fide, declared they could not think 
of taking part in a pretence so absurd. Self- 
rtsptct withheld them from the polls. 

The Nashville Despatch, drawing it as mild 
as possible, soys: 

The election yesterday went off quictlv, few 
perrons being about the polis besides the 
judges, derks, candidates, aod the committees 
appointed to ‘ watch traitors.” Some tew 
peircne offered to vote on the amnesty oath, 
but, on being refused, they quietly left the 
polls. A large number of soldiers aad Gov- 
ernment employes xoted, the question gen- 
erally pat to tnera being — “Have voa beau 
here eix months?” or “How long hsva you 
been here?” In most of the wards the oath 
prescribed by Governor Johnson was rail to 
the voter; in one ward, the judge, after re- j 
questing the voter to hold up his right hind, ! 
esid, ‘Have yon read, or heiri read, the oath 
prescribed by Governor Johnson, and are you 
willing to subscribe to it?” Answering ia 
tbe affirmative, his vote was received. Among 
the voters were members of reginmats from 
Indiana, and other States, but chiefly the 18i,h 
Michigan, the Invalid Corps, aad iumutss of 
hospitals. Government employes were well 
repreetnted, large numbers voting in all the 
wards, as far as onr observation permitted U3 
to judge. We saw only one little disturbance, 
and that was at tbe js.il, between two soldiers, 
one of whom, after quarrelling some time, 
struck the other in the face. The fus3 was 
toon stopped by Marshal Steele and Lient. 
Kelly, who happened to be there at the time. 

In view of the result thus faintly confessed 
by one of Atdrew Johnson’s # wn organs, the 
Editor.of the Trets, a Tennesseean who stood 
firm egainstail the threats acd blandishments 
of secession, exclaim; : 

What a commentary I Tbe noble and gen- 
erous tons of Tennessee for long, long years 
have not been permitted to say whetner God 
ot Beal thonld rule over them, and when this 
pricekes privilege is believed to be within 
their reach, which they would weicotnj as a 
kkisieg from heaven, this is the result. 

Such is the mockery of law and j sstice and 
public decency whereby Mr. Lincoln is abol- 
ishing slavery «□ the Southern Suites as a 
meats of reconstructing the Union. Thething 
is encuph to make tbe blood boil and leap in 
| the veins of every manly patriot in the land. 

The Louisville Journal and kindred pre- 
tended loval papers have been very earnest iu 
thtir abuse of tbe President, for the repulse 
Ftdtr&l troops received ia Florida. Ail ac- 
1 counts agree that the President knew nothing 
of Gen. Gilmore’s expedition there, and that 
he bad ro.hing whatever to do with the ad- 
i vaoce of the troops beyond Jacksonville.

She saj sshebas often wished that we wero 
less opposed to tbe South than we are. Wo 
beve probably wished still oftener that tho 
South were less opposed than it is to U3 and 
to the great cause of human freedom upon this 
continent and upon all continents. Our cor- 
respondent thinks, that if, ia the beginning 
of the rebellion, we had given our influence 
ia favor of the annexation of Kentucky to 
the South, we could have accomplished ths 
object, and she asks whether such a combina- 
tion wouldnothave forced accmproruise from 
the North. No, certainly not. Our Slats 
would in that case have been the battle-ground 
of the hostile sections as long as a cow or a 
Ehtep or a pig or a chicken or an ear of corn 
cr a blade of grass could have been found up- 
on her soil. She would long since have been 
as desolate as the site: of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah. Fire and sulphur would have fallen up- 
on her, not frcm heaven, but from the burst- 
ing war-clouds of earth. If she had gone into 
the rebellion, she would cow, from her close 
proximity to the Federal States be ia a worse 
condition than the South, though worseseems 
haidly conceivable. Throughout all her limits, 
an unpity ing conscription would force into the 
army all boys acd men between the ages of 
sixteen aEd fifty, our currency would go at 
three or two and a half cents in the dollar, 
flour would tell at two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars a barrel, beef and bacon at two dollars a 
pound, and all the other necessaries of life in 
proportion. The gaunt and horrid spectre of 
famine would glare with sunken and blood- 
shot eyes through every door and window. 
Let our correspondent contemplate tho con- 
test at this time between the condition of 
Kentucky and that of tho rebel States, and 
fervently thank God upon her knoes, not that 
tbe South Euffers, but that Kentucky is for 
the most pait prosperous.

1 to see that in the Congressional maelstrom- 
the proposition for the enactment of a nation, 
al bonkrupt law has been lost sight of. The j 
; eighth section of the first article of the consti- { 

! tution of the United Sutes, in defining tha 
j powers of Congress, places, as tba fourth of 
| eighteen clauses, the establishment cf a uni- I 
form rule of naturaliz ition and uniform laws 
on tho subject of bankruptcy throughout the 
United States. This power ha3 never been 
exercised but twice, in 1800 and 1841, and the 
lews then made were not in operation more j 
> than two years. We are hopeful that our na- 
| tional finances will survive the terrible ordeal i 
through which the civil war is carrying them, j 
! and this can be accomplished if the nation is 
true to itself, and our people resolve patrioti- 
cally to stand by the public credit and uphold 
it. But the gigantic speculations of capitalists 
in our large cities tend to reader them selfish, 
and it is to be feared, that daring the inevita- 
ble revulsion which must fo low the advent 
of peace, the rich will fasten like harpies on 
the poorer clnsses, and all the instincts of 
Christian charity and the golden rule wnich 
teaches U3 to forgive our debtors a3 
we would have our debts for- 
given, will be forgotten.

Of all the States, Missouri alone makes 
a better “showing” than Kentucky, as she 
is 3,700 ahead of her quota on the basis of her 
Congressional representation. Why then was 
the brand of delinquency placed npon onr 
State, when it ia thus shown that we are 
ahead of all the northern States, which bars 
not bad their populations depleted by enlist- 
ments in tbe rebel army or by onr expatria 
tion laws? A despatch In our tele- 
graphic news on Monday said: “A draft will 
certainly be required for the quotas of 
Kentucky and Maryland.”

The eminently respectable Editor of tbe 
New York Evening Post states that he bos 
sen the original copy of this despatch in 
cipher. It was pub'ished when it was first 
bicugbt to light, and the rebels did not care 
to der y its authenticity. They did not wish 
then to conceal or deny tbe fact that they 
would born Washington and put to death 
the chief men of our Gsvernmsnt if they 
c mid. Indeed they openly boasted, through 
tbeir newspapers and all other available me- 
diums, that they would do these things if they 
could, and that they were quite sure that they 
could.

The Nashville Union learcs from Mr. >V. 
Tba’cher, a passenger on beard the steam- 
boat Ella Faber, on her late trip down tc that 
city from lie Upper Cumberland, the fall par- 
ticulars relative to a guerilla attack npon a 
fleet of supply boats, on Friday ieat, at about 
11 o’clock, at a point some twenty miles be- 
low Burkeaville, Ky. The fleet consisted of 
the Ella Faber, the World, and Nettie Hartu- 
pec, which had carried a load of supplies to 
fiuxnside Point, the head-waters of naviga- 
tion, and ibe depot from which a Urge num- 
ber of troops in East Tennessee draw their : 
rations, and were on tbeir return, having 
passed up unmolested. The fact that the bo iti 
were without convoy became known to a 
band of marauders, and they accordingly de- 
termined to destroy them; bat Genera! Boas* 
tea n, ever vigilant, became informed of tbeir 
presence and designs, and sent tbe gunboat 
Newsboy to their relief; and but for a fog it 
would have met them at Bnrkesvills on Fri- 
day morning; but it was delayed, and the 
guerillas, having posted themselves at a 
point twenty miles below Barkcsrille, 
opened on the Ella Faber, which was 
in the advance, riddling her in a 
frightful manner, but fortunately irjuring no 
one. They were all on one side of the river, 
which enabled those on board the boat to 
take shelter. It likewise had on board a squad 
of armed convalescents, who returned the fire, 
killing one of the Tillaina and one horse, 
icon alter the firing commenced, a detach- 
ment of tbe 11th Kentucky cavalry came 
upon the opposite side of the river, bat the 
officers of the boat, fearing that they, too, 
were guerillas, did not heed their signals, but 
pushed on through tbe 8t*rm of ballets, and 
pasted all danger, clo.ely followed by the 
World, which was also badly riddled. The 
Nettie liurtupec, being a light bbat, and har- 
ing on but little steam, ran over to the oppo- 
site shore, and wa3 thus measurably protected 
from the guerilla fire until the gunboat News- 
boy arrived, which it did in half an hour 
more, wl.cn the woods and hills were shelled, 
completely routing tbe marauders. A cavalry 
foicc has been eent in pursuit of thobanO; 
but of tbe result we have ro knowledge. Tbe 
number of the guerillas was about seventy- 
five. 

Babbacks Nbws. — In the morning one 
burdred and ninety-seven recruits and con- 
valescent* were received from various poinV. 
But eleven deserters were reported yesterday 
as arriving from abroad — tea from Cincinnati 
and one from Indianapolis. 

Nicety -two convalescents were transferred 
to Nashville and six to Lexington. Six de- 
serters were forwarded to Nashville in iron?. 

In the forenoon, John P. Bruce, of company 
K, E&th Indiana, was arrested at West Point, 
below tbe city on the river, and 9ent to tho 
Military PrisoD as a deserter. 

Samuel McCurdy, of company C, 31 Ken- 
tucky cavalry, was arrested in Oldham coun- 
ty, as being abrent from his regiment on 
wbat tbe boys of the army term “French 
leave." He was forwarded to the city and 
confined in that part of the Military Prison 
rere rved for deserters. The next time he en- 
joy? a furlough he will find it advantageous 
to have hie papers approved by at least the 
commanding officer of the regiment. 

Two Confederate soldiers, transformed into 
citizens of the United States Government fy 
embracing tho Amnesty Oath, arrived from 
Nashville, and were sent across the Ohio 
river yesterday aflernoen, to remain during 
the present rebellion. They were members 
of tbe 52d Georgia regiment, and deserted 
Johnston’s army on last Friday. They tell 
the old story of the starving Confederacy, a 
half-fed, half-clad army, dissatisfied and de- 
moralised. They caw no hopes of success for 
the Confederate cause, and embraced the first 
opportunity to avail themselves of the privi- j 
leges granted by a compliance with the oath , 
of amnesty.

— Tbe Philadelphia Inquirer 
thinks the late new* from Mexico by the 
s termer MorniDg Star puts rather a gloomy 
phase on affairs in that distracted country for 
tbe Juarez party. One by one the States are 
won over to the ImperialL-ts, either by the 
otce cf arms or through the treachery of the 
native leaders; and although Juarez still re- 
fuses to resign the Presidency, there appears 
to be but the shadow of a hope that he or his 
faithful adherents, surrounded on all sides by 
foreign arms and domestic traitors, can make 
any successful resistance to the overwhelming 
current of events. Vidaurri, heretofore a 
strong supporter ®? the Liberal Government, 
it 13 said has now turned against J aarez, and 
if eo, this defection takes away one of the 
main props of the President, The 
news, however, comes through French 

sonices, and it is possible mar be highly 
colored in favor of tbe Imperialists, as that 
party is now called. The State of Yucatan 
has declared for the empire, and this is a 
most severe blow to the Liberals. The Impe- 
rialists appear to be steadily captaring town 
after town, and scattering the Liberal forces 
before them. There appears to have been bad 
management on the part of the GeneraU com- 
manding the Liberal force?, resulting either 
from a lack of military knowledge, or from 
jealousy among themselves. They hare not 
bad any responsible military head or con- 
trolling power, and the Generals have con- 
ducted their eeparate commands more after the 
fashion of guerilla bauds than regular armies 
fighting to sustain the integrity of the Na- 
tional Government They hare still a good 
many thousand troops in the field, but they 
are so widely separated as to be of compara- 
tively little use against the superior military 
tactics of the French. Juarez is reported to be 
little better than a fugitive, and he is now on- 
his W*y to Matamoras, and perhaps he will 
not find rest until he crosses the Rio Grande. 
There is therefore bat little hope for Mexico 
under the present rule, and unless some man 
Ehonld rise np equal to the emergency of ro- 
etoriDg order ont of theo3 and leading the 
people, who at heart must feel all the native 
pride in their country aad patriotism for their 
free government so nobly won in their revo- 
lutionary struggle, tbe nation for the present 
must pass out of their ban Is and go into the 
control of a foreign despotism, wielded by a 
foreign usurper. The psar would seem to be 
ripe for Maximilian, or rather Napoleon, bat 
with all its fair txterior the fruit may prove 
rotten at the core. When the nation recovers 
from its present disorders, and the people ba- 
I come again united in sentiment and action, it 
| is highly probable that a revolution may 
| break out which will drive his Mexican 
| Majesty thence like the fierce blasts ot a 
j ‘ Norther," and perhaps it is this reflection 
which gives him sach pause in accepting the 
I throne of his Mexican subjects.

j terly ruined by the “cutting back” process 
. bdvised by “S. Burnett."

On 
reporting at the Barrack?, they learned that 
they were on the wrong road to join their 
regiments. Their commands are in the Army 
cf the Potomac, instead of the Army of the 
Cumberland, and a despatch gayets* pleasant 
information that they had been sent West 
through a Blight mistake. This was agreeable 
intelligence, aad, no doubt, the officers who 
made the slight mistake will be ever kindly 
remembered by the Pennsylvania boys for 
affording them an opportunity of visiting the 
West at the expense of U ncle Sam. Trans- 
portation is bo abundant on all the railroads 
at this particular time, that tbe sending of a 
company of men on a wild ride of nine hun- 
dred or a thousand miles ont of their way is 
a mistake of so little moment that we would 
feel shocked and astonished to hear any one 
condemn the act as a piece of carelessness 
and an unpardonable blander. We shall not 
be turprieed to learn that the officer responsible 
for this little mistake has been promoted.

MSP' By instructions from the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue, collectors of internal 
revenue are informed that by the act of March 
7, 1864, the duty of sixty cents per galloa is 
to be levied, collected, and paid on all spirits 
that may be distilled and sold, or distilled and 
removed for consumption or sale on and after 
March 8, 1864. It is held 'bat spirit* dis- 
tilled prior to March 8, 186-i, are not subject 
to this increased tax, although not sold or re- 
moved till after the 7ih day of March. 

It will be observed that by these instruc- 
tions it is not contemplated that the amended 
law ehal! hare any retroactive effect. It was 
apprehended by many that the increased tax 
would be levied on all distilled spirits in the 
bands of manufacturers at the time of the 
passnge of the law.

Lovla to Memphis, was attacked on Thursday 
toots opposite island 18, by s band oi frseril- 
Ua. No danger being apprehended, thebjat 
bad landed on the Arkansas teora for the pur- 
pose <4 wooding, and many of the paJs;ngor* 
bad, as usual, strolled out upon the bank, 
when a party of from twenty to twenty-fire 
guerillas suddenly msde their appearance 
from the woods, and opened fire upon the 
steamer and thoee wbo were on shore, killing 
a soldier and a negro, and wounding eight 
others. The head and spring lines being out, 
and a strong wind blowing on shore, it 
seemed impossible to get the boat into the 
stream. Finally, bower ex, Cap 4 - Carton, 
with Charles Wessins. s deck-hand, suxeeded 
in cutting the lines, when the boat swung out. 
Three of the guerillas, more daring than their 

^oomradsa succeeded in getting on board and 
as ter as the boiler-deck, but were prevented 
proceeding further by seresal soldiers, who 
brarely faced them under a galling fire. The 
pilot-house of the steamer was perfectly rid- 
dled with bulieU boles. Among the wounded, 
were Major Main, of the 1st Mississippi car- 
airy, A. D., eererely in the shoulder; Lieut. 
Souther, 15th Illinois cavalry, in the foot; two 
civilians, the bar-keeper, and three deck* 
hands. The soldier who was killed daring 
the attack was on the shore at the time, and 
Ml into the hands of the guerillas, with a cit- 
isec whose name was not learned.
